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The organization of the Hungarian legion

in the Sardinian army, rapidly advanced..
It is in accordance with a decree of the Sardiniangovernment, by which, so long as

the legion remains in Italy, it is subject to

the orders of the Sardinian ministry, and
must take oath of fidelity to the King. But
as soon as it is upon Hungarian soil, this obligationceases, and the legion becomes the
nucleus of the Hungarian army. The first

Hungarian brigade is already organized..
Kossuth's reception in (denoa and Paruia, on

his way to the Allied army in Italy, was

quite enthusiastic. Is he going to bo contentedwith a Hungarian Legion to fight in

Italy, whilst Hungary herself lies prostrate
at the feet of Austria?

The London Times contains letters from
both camps of the belligerents, giviug full
accounts of the great battle of Solferino, togetherwith the French official account, in
which the operations of the Allies on that
eventful day arc doubtless truthfully recountedand the results of the combat Hummedup. The French loss in the battle was

12,720, the Sardinian loss 5.520, and the
Austrian loss is estimated at between 12,000and 15,000. The Allies captured O.tKKt
prisoners, 30 cannons, 4 colors, and a great
number of ammunition wagons. The report
itself is too long for general perusal, and ut
best, but a mass of dry details.

the Niagara, 4c.
Several causes combined U» render jesterdaya gala day at the Falls. The severe

heat drove many thither from the city. The
hose companies, excursions from this city,
the woman's rights convention, and more
than all, the dual feat of Motis. Hlotidiii in
crossing the river by his own road ami pri-
vate conveyance, these drew people together
from all quarters.

At three o'clock 1'. M., Mons. blondin ap-
pea red in front uf the Falls Hotel. He took
a carriage, in which, with his little "buggy"
and two gentlemen friends, he rode about the
village awhile, and then proceeded to the'
river side and entered the enclosure.

France and Sardinia are now arrayed
against Austria. The burden of'the light is
sustained by the two great military empires,
with forces nearly e.jual in numbers, armed
with like weapons, skilled in similar tactics,
aud neither inferior in courage, ^ ct the
uliauce of battle has uniformly been in favor
>>t the French armies aud their Italian allies.
In seeking for the causes ol this continuous
result we are constantly carried to one great
influence. The military system of France
is a democratic one, and opens to the humblestsoldier the paths to the highest boners.Every man knows that courage, skill
tod enterprise will bring promotion, and
therefore ambition pervade* all tin* ranks
ati< 1 stimulates to the highest effort. And
it does more than this. Merit being the
test that curries the soldier to the highest
I'ouiniaiid, it tills the posts of leader* with
men superior in their class, ami secures the
greatest efficiency among the officers.

Austria, on the other hand, exclude* the
